LETTER I. 
Charles Janfon to Henry Muller. 
LusSsBUReE,. 

HERE I am again, my dear friend. 1 could 
have withed that what you have faid had 
true; though the blame of this fad difpore between 
father and fon would then have appeared to fave 
foillen on me, You know me. You have concer- 
red with my late dear and excellent mothe: in 
joftiliing jul and virtuous fentiments into my 
heart, and judge whether I am capable of that 
which you feem to fuppofe. No; you do not 
know the circumftances of my fitwation. You 
have only feen my father once, and then in com- 
pany with my mother, in whofe prefence alone he 
was afhamed of his failing. He is to blame in 
fome parts of his conduct; believe me, he is to 
blame. I have fcarcely been more than twenty 
four hours in my father’s hovfe, and I already 
with that | had continued firm in my refolution ; 
for it would have been better for us all. 

“Itis a ferious thing for a fon to leave his fi. 
ther”.---1 feel the whole force of thefe words; 
but is it not better to part than to let eternal dii 
patos 4 bickerines engender a fetried borrad 
and enmity y and wi! it not, maft not it come to 
this at Jaf? I he world feems to know of no other 
faffering than the Jo‘s of property or honor, 
bonds and chains. The minute bat tharp ftings 
with which family difcord reiteratedly pierces 
the heart are accounted as nothing ; but I---1 have 
felt their force !---Had my father been poor, I 
would have worked for him from morning till 
right, end be would have loved me for it. 
Then fhould we have been happy! Virtue will 
frequently rife with more ftrength and energy 
from beneath the heaviett ftrokes of poverty ; but 
this ever-enduring preflvre of fecret irritation and 
difcontent is c»pable--- alas! ] too fenfibly feel it 
is---of totally annihiliating it. 

*‘ He is your father, and you are in the wrong,” 
fay you in your lewer. But cana fon never be 
in the right when he differs from bis father? You 
do not know my fether. He has, by inceffant in- 
daftry, and the ftriéteit honefty, raifed himfelf 
from the condition of a cabin-boy to be one of 
the richeft merchents in Lunebarg; and, by the 
mot inviolable punftuality and regularity, has 
obtained unlimited credit with all the numerous 
commercial houfes with which he has dealings. 
To thete two virtues, his honefty and punfaality, 
he is indebted for his whole fortune ; and it is ve- 
ry juft that they fhould procure him the efteem of 
all who know him, Bot my father carries every 
thing toan extreme. This pundualicy and rego- 
larity include and fupercede with him every other 
virtue. In all cafes he a€ts and judges by certain 
tules, derived from his own experience, without 
ever yielding to any perfor. Every ching me@ 
be done by rule, and in thefame form as ain he 
was a boy ; for he hives ali alteration and novelty. 
Phere are let things to be done for every day in 
¢ year, and every hour of the day. 


, of O&ober, every body in the hoafe meft put on 
wioter dreffes, though they fhould be melted. ‘*! 
muft have regularity!” exclaims my father conti- 
.-* ** itis the foul of bufinefs.”” , 

** Phhaw!” you will fay ; “* thefe are mere tri- 
fles, aot worth talking about:’---So 1 faid, and 
determined to think, when, after the death of my 
excellent mother, I was obliged to leave the coun- 
try houfe for the houfe in town; but from thet 
moment my peace was gone. 

Soon afterwards, 1 appeared before my father 
too fathionably dreffed, as he thought ; though, in 
fad, my drefs was merely decent and {vitable to 
my fitwation.---“* O this curfed vansty !’’ cried he 
aloud and beforeal! the fervanis..** | can fea ban- 
kraptcy written in large letters oa that borlequin’s 
jacket of yours.”’ If at any time | went by feaith 
to the play, and my old aunt Judith, who does 
nothing but pray and f{cold, found it our. a form 
was raifed that lafted for weeks tegerher. If I 
chanced to yawn during the long fermon that my 
aunt reads, or rather (pels to the family every 
Sunday, I was a libertine, a free-thinker, a repro- 
bate. If I read, and my father furprifed me reed- 
ing, he would fay: **How much moacy does 
reading that book bring you in?” I gave up 
drawing and painting, and hid my books ender 
the clothes in my wardrobe. J applied myfelf to 
the bufineis of the compting-houfe with the utmoft 
patience and affiduity, and yet nothing was right. 
Se Yes, yore tale my father, whes I browg ht him 
any letters! had writtep, * here we have'r! let- 
ters or oulinels in poetry ==-trity Gt exchange in 
verfe!”* And this in the prefence of the clerks 
and fervants, and even of ftranger:. 

Still, however, I endured all patiently. My 
filer often faid to me, ** Why don’t you do as I 
do?” She went out when the pleafed, fometimes 
under one pretext, fometimes under another ; as to 
gotocharch, to vifiton old aunt or coufin, and 
the like. She amufed herfelf, too, with reading 
and put out to be done the fpinning and knitting 
this the pretended to do herfelfig: My father is 
extremely fond of her, becaufe Mi@ is, as he thinks 
very notable, and a defpifer of ew fathions ; and 
my aunt Judith tells no tales, becaufe the is afraid 
of her. I have often refolved to be a hipocrite 
like her, but I never was My father has fo 
high an opinion of authority, that he 
confiders the leaft nue to his will from his 
children as a kind of treafon. This is his charact- 
er; and you may now conceive how mucif! maf 
have fubmitted to, and with what patience © 
he himfelf can fay, and often has faid---*« 
is a foolith flighty young fellow, Judith, but very 
traGtable, He will obey me at the flighteft nod.” 
This, with my father, is fayimg a great deal. 

It is now time to give fome account of the af- 
fair which was the occafion of my leaving my fa- 
ther’s houfe. 

A worthy old fchool-mafter, of the same of 
Silverman, died lately here at Laneburg. He 
wasa man of found fenfe, real ing, and an 
excellent heart, though fomewhat rough in his 
external carriage. Tohim 1 am indebted for al- 
moft every thing I know. My father, as he was 
a diftant reletion, would fomecimes i him to 
dinner, but without his family, and every time 
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almoft quarrelled with him abowt the value of 
earning, which my father, as you may fuppote, 
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maintained was of no wfe. “* What does it fieniiv 
coufia,” he would fay, “that you undertand 
Greek and Hebrew, you cannot negociate a bil 
ofexchange.” ‘I'husthe difpure commonly began 
and both carried it on with great heat. The 
goud old fchool-mafter, at his death left nothing 
for his widow and his two children, but a well 
chofen library, which they were obliged to fell 
greatly under ics value. My father, however, 
immediately forgot his little wranglings with the 
decealed, and treated the widow with a preact 
deal of kindne!ls. ‘To his own famiiy at home, 
indeed, he would frequenily fay. “This is al- 
ways the cafe with thefe learned folks; there is 
plenty of books, but not money enough to bury 
them :”* but in the prefence of the widow be was 
filent, thatpe might not hurt her feelings. .
